AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council will hold the first in-per- 
son public meeting in more than a 
year on Monday, June 21, with the 
main topic of conversation the 
fiscal year 2022 budget. 

Due to some issues that oc- 
curred during the public hearing 
at the June 7 meeting, the hear- 
ing was continued to the June 21 
meeting, where a vote is expected 
on the budget following the pub- 
lic hearing. 

Standard procedure each year 
is for the city council to hold a 
public hearing allowing residents 
and other stakeholders in town to 
weigh in on the town budget. ‘That 
hearing had to be held remotely 
last year. 

Following the hearing, indi- 
vidual city councilors have their 
opportunity to have their say on 
the budget as well as propose 
amendments to the budget. The 
council then votes on the budget 
as a whole. 

The FY2022 must be passed 


City council to hold first 
public meeting since pandemic 


before the end of the month in or- 
der to be in place for July 1. If the 
council has to continue the agen- 
da item for any reason or votes 
down the budget, a special meet- 
ing would have to be scheduled 
before July 1. 

The city council meeting 
would be the first open to the 
public since the pandemic began. 
Mayor William Sapelli announced 
earlier this month that all boards 
and commissions would make 
their meetings open the public by 
July 1. Thanks to the typical abbre- 
viated summer schedule where 
many groups, like the city council 
and school committee, meet just 
once a month during July and Au- 
gust, it will be a good opportunity 
for a phased-in approach to pub- 
lic meetings. 

The June 21 council meeting 
will be held at Agawam Junior 
High School. The public will be 
allowed to sit in the auditorium 
seating. According to Sapelli's 
announcement, there will be no 
enforcement of wearing masks. 
Non-vaccinated individuals will 
be asked to continue wearing 





masks or face coverings and prac- 
tice social distancing, but there 
will no enforcement. Self-enforce- 
ment is encouraged, the mayor 
said. 

City council meetings, while 
not open to the public, have still 
had a component of public in- 
volvement during the past year. 
Public comment was welcomed 
via email prior to the start of the 
meeting and all letters were read 
into the record by Council Pres- 
ident Christopher Johnson. The 
council has typically been meet- 
ing in-person while wearing face 
coverings during the meeting 
and social distancing. ‘The school 
committee has been doing the 
same though remote attendance 
through Zoom or conference call 
was done by some members due 
to health risks or other issues 
during the pandemic. 

Sapelli also announced oth- 
er board meetings, such as the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and the 
Planning Board, will likely take 
place at the Agawam Senior Cen- 
ter while the library is under ren- 
ovation.

The last day to register 
to vote, and be qualified to vote 
in the Town Preliminary Election 
is Sept. 14, on that day the Clerk's 
office will be open from 8:30 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. The last day to withdraw 
before the General Election is Oct. 
8, when the Clerk will draw ballot 
positions for the election again. 
The last day for registering as a 
voter for the General Election will 
be Oct. 13, with the clerk's office 
open at the same time. 

On Nov. 2 the General Elec- 
tion will occur and the polls will 
be open from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m., the 
same hours for the preliminary 
elections as well as the same poll- 
ing locations for both. After the 
election, Nov. 12 will be the last 
day to file for a re-count petition.

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Boldyga votes against ‘Millionaires Tax’ 


BOSTON - State Representative Nick 
Boldyga, R-Southwick, recently opposed a 
proposed Constitutional amendment that 
would implement a graduated tax on in- 
comes over $1 million. 

Meeting in a joint Constitutional Con- 
vention on June 9, the House and Senate 
approved the Fair Share Amendment, more 
commonly known as the “Millionaires Tax,’ 
by a vote of 159-41. The proposal - which 
was initially approved by the House and 
Senate on a vote of 147-48 at the June 12, 
2019 Constitutional Convention - will now 
go before voters on the November 2022 
state election ballot. 

While personal income in Massachu- 
setts is currently taxed at a uniform rate 
of 5%, the proposed amendment would 
assess an additional 4% surtax on income 
in excess of $1 million, beginning in 2023, 
if the measure is approved by Massachu- 
setts voters next year. Language contained 
in the amendment requires the $1 million 
income level to be adjusted annually to 
reflect any increases in the cost of living 
using the same method that applies to fed- 
eral income tax brackets. 

Representative Boldyga questioned the 
need to raise taxes at a time when tax rev- 
enues are coming in well over projections 
and the state is receiving a significant in- 
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flux of federal aid, most notably $5.3 bil- 
lion from the American Rescue Plan Act 
(ARPA). May state tax revenues totaled 
$4.002 billion, which is $2.264 billion (or 
130.3%) more than collections from May 
of 2020 and $2.109 billion (or 111.4%) more 
than was projected to be collected last 
month. 

Proponents claim the surtax will gener- 
ate $2 billion annually to provide funding 
for education and transportation, which 
will be subject to appropriation by the 
Legislature. Representative Boldyga ques- 
tioned the accuracy of that figure and said 
he also has concerns about whether the 
money will actually be used to increase 
funding in these two key policy areas. 

Representative Boldyga pointed to a 
new study released on June 8 by the Beacon 
Hill Institute that projects slightly more 
than $1.2 billion in revenues will be gener- 
ated by the surtax in its first year and only 
$1.5 billion by 2027. The study warns that 
passage of the surtax will drive high-in- 
come households to other states and will 
result in a loss of jobs, investment and dis- 
posable income. 

The Beacon Hill Institute study also 
accuses advocates of attempting to “per- 
petrate a fraud on voters’ by claiming “the 
revenue derived from the surtax will fund

The report 
argues that the proposal lacks sufficient 
safeguards because “there is nothing in 
the amendment ... that prevents legisla- 
tors from diverting some of the (funding) 
already applied to education and transpor- 
tation to other purposes and thus under- 
mining the intent of the amendment.’ 

Members of the House Republican 
Caucus previously recognized this prob- 
lem and offered an amendment during 
the 2019 Constitutional Convention re- 
quiring that any revenues generated by 
the surtax be used “in addition to and not 
in lieu of funds’ that are already being ap- 
propriated for education and transpor- 
tation, but it failed on a vote of 40-156. 
Representative Boldyga noted that the 
process governing proposed changes to 
the Constitution allows for amendments 
only at the initial voting stage, and not on 
the second vote required during a subse- 
quent legislative session to advance the 
question to the ballot. 

A report released by the Pioneer In- 
stitute on April 1 also warned that, “De- 
spite its purported goal of taxing only 
the uber-rich, the graduated income 
tax would fail to protect people of more 
modest means from overtaxation on one- 
time windfalls” including those who sell a 





home or business. 

Representative Boldyga expressed con- 
cerns about the Legislature's ability to re- 
scind the surtax if it does not work out as 
planned, since any repeal effort could not 
appear on the state ballot until November 
of 2026 at the earliest. He also noted that 
the amendment calls for the new revenues 
to be used “for quality public education 
and affordable public colleges and univer- 
sities, but does not define a “quality” or “af- 
fordable’ education, potentially leaving the 
state vulnerable to costly future litigation. 

A similar “Millionaires Tax” proposal 
was filed as a citizens petition and ap- 
proved by the Legislature in both the 2015- 
2016 and 2017-2018 legislative sessions, 
but did not advance to the ballot after the 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled it violated 
the Massachusetts Constitution by seeking 
to combine two unrelated topics on the 
same ballot question. The latest proposal 
originated in the Legislature, and is not 
subject to the same restrictions as a citi- 
zens petition. 

Massachusetts voters have previously 
rejected five graduated income tax ballot 
proposals, in 1962, 1968, 1972, 1976 and 
1994. The 1994 ballot initiative was defeat- 
ed by a margin of more than 2-1, with 65% 
opposed and only 28% in favor.

Can the U.S. sustain 
the international order?

e dont often think that how 
the U.S. conducts itself at 
home has much impact on 


how we face the world, but it does. Youd 
be amazed at how closely people in 
countries all over the globe follow events 
here and count on the United States to 
lead the way. When it’s messy at home, 
its hard to sustain the strength and 
readiness to turn our attention outward. 

Doing so is especially important right 
now because what weve come to term 
“the international order” is under stress. 
It’s not collapsing by any means, but U.S. 
leadership faces challenges and if were 
divided and unsettled at home, it will be 
much more difficult to respond appro- 
priately. 

What is the international order? It’s 
essentially the set of structures and val- 
ues that evolved during the 20th century 
to resolve disputes, promote commerce 
and free trade, undergird economic de- 
velopment and investment, further con- 
tacts and exchanges between nations 
and their citizens, and protect human 
rights. It’s based on mutually-negotiated 
rules and initiatives that, in a well-func- 
tioning world, are promoted by institu- 
tions such as the UN, the International 
Monetary Fund and World Bank, the 
World Trade Organization, the World 
Health Organization, and others. 

These days, though, it’s fair to say 
that there's no aspect of the order we 
once took for granted that isn't at least 
facing questions. This is in part because, 
at the moment, both China and Russia 
are asserting their interests and, often, 
working actively to undermine ours. At 
the same time, the U.S. role is less prom- 
inent than it once was. Our allies, espe- 
cially after the four years of the Trump 
administration, are uncertain of our 
commitment to global leadership given 
that we questioned longtime alliances, 
withdrew from institutions, pulled out 
of international accords, and in gener- 
al pulled back from the web of allianc- 
es and agreements that we had helped 
shape in earlier years. Understandably, 
our friends and allies wonder how much 
they can count on us and our adversar- 
les are eager to test us. 

At the same time, forces beyond the 
control of any government are reshaping 
the global picture. Nationalism is stron- 
ger, conflicts between countries seem to 
be ratcheting up, and many societies are 
struggling with growing diversity, declin- 
ing tolerance, and a turn toward author- 
itarianism. On the whole, international 
power is less concentrated and more 
widely distributed, which presents chal- 
lenges to global institutions and makes 
it more difficult to pursue much-needed 
reforms within them. 

In this situation, it’s crucial that de- 
mocracies such as the U.S., Europe, Ja- 
pan, and Canada recognize the impor- 
tance of the role they play in sustaining 
and revitalizing the international order. 
It's by no means a given that it can en- 
dure, but the democracies have an ad- 
vantage: for many people around the 
world, the more authoritarian alterna- 
tives are not especially appealing. 

Even so, the work of strengthening 
the world order will require a concerted 
effort that blends both cooperation and 
firmness. We have to strengthen our alli- 
ances of course, as well as shore up and 
broaden arms control efforts. Counter- 
ing authoritarianism in all its facets will 
be an ongoing challenge. And we need 
constantly to gauge how best to be a 
benign world power, helping to resolve 
conflicts and slow to use force—not rul-

The own- 
er installed a number of native 
plants to encourage pollinators 
and the rabbits seem to find 
most palatable. A small fence 
was installed around the peren- 
nials off the porch, but the new 
blueberries and_ serviceberry 
have been clear cut of anything 
rabbit height or less. Most of the 
shrubs in the mixed border have 
an umbrella-like appearance, 
with woody stems down low and 
growth at the top only. 

I recommended switching up 
the repellents to keep the bun- 
nies away, and this comes from 
personal experience. At the old 
house I never had a problem 
with rabbits in my garden un- 
til after the dog died. It would 
be safe to assume that “the 
marking of his territory’ had 
something to do with my good 
fortune. Outside of dog urine, 
there are lots of other deterrents 
out there that folks swear by. 
One is dried blood. The smell 
signals danger. To be effective

can either sprinkle a 
narrow band around 
the perimeter of the 
border or place con- 
tainers of it in the 
garden. Dried blood 
is a nitrogen fertil- 
izer and is available 
at most garden cen- 
ters. It will burn sen- 
sitive plants if applied directly 
on top of them, so sprinkle it a 
few inches away from the base. 
Along the same line would be 
ammonia sprays. 

I have also heard of differ- 
ent home brews that you may 
or may not want to whip up in 
your blender. One consists of 
garlic, hot peppers and marigold 
leaves; maybe this combination 
would work better than the oth- 
er tactics already tried. Again, 
these would need to be replen- 
ished periodically and switched 
on occasion to keep the scent 
new and dangerous. 

I visited a couple of great 
nurseries on Cape Cod. The 
hydrangeas they sell there are 
amazing, and it was oh, so 
tempting to bring one home. 
Unfortunately, I had just bought 
one a month ago that was ad- 
vertised to be good and hardy, 
but not the blue I had wanted. 
More of a purple-blue. It was 
neat to come home and see that 
the advice I had given others for 
many years actually worked. By 
adding sulfur to the edges of the 
planting hole my new hydran- 
gea is turning a lovely shade of 
blue. Yay! I am honesty amazed 
at how quickly the changeover

took place. If youd rather a pink 
toned hydrangea, raise the pH of 
the soil by sprinkling a couple of 
cups of dolomitic lime around 
the base of the plant once or 
twice throughout the growing 
season. A higher pH will prevent 
aluminum from being drawn 
up by the plant; aluminum has 
a bluing effect on the flowers of 
this particular type of hydran- 
gea (H. macrophylla). Likewise, 
hydrangeas absorb more alumi- 
num from acidic soil, so to make 
pink hydrangeas blue, do as I did 
and add sulfur to the soil around 
hydrangeas in the spring. 

Another thing I came home 
to was sad peppers. You don't 
have to be a pepper psycholo- 
gist to make an assessment as 
to why. First, they were planted 
during unseasonably warm mid- 
May weather, only to have tem- 
peratures plummet into the high 
30s at night. Then, no less than a 
week later, we have August-like 
temperatures and a drought. So 
why are the pepper plants pale 
and pathetic? Probably all of the 
above and then some. I will like- 
ly give them some fish and sea- 
weed emulsion and hope that 
they can transition to healthy 
plants as the temperatures and 
moisture moderate. Let's hope 
they do, anyway!

COVID-19 testing extended 


HOLYOKE - Free “Stop the Spread” 
COVID-19 testing at Holyoke Community 
College has been extended through Septem- 
ber, according to the Holyoke Board of Health. 

Drive-through testing at HCC is conduct- 
ed six days a week in parking lot H near the 
western entrance to the Donahue Building on 
the colleges main campus, 303 Homestead 
Ave. 

However, effective June 1, testing will 
move to Parking Lot M by the Bartley Center 
for Athletics & Recreation on the opposite 
side of campus. 

Wait times for tests are not nearly as long 
as they used to be, according to site adminis- 
trators, with only a handful of vehicles lined 
up at the busiest times. 

HCC has been serving as a “Stop the 
Spread” drive-through testing site since 
last Auguest to help reduce the spread of 
COVID-19. 


Drivers are asked to enter the campus 
from Homestead Avenue, turn left onto the 
Campus Road and proceed to parking lot H 
(or to parking lot M after June 1). There are 
signs and parking attendants on site to help 
guide traffic. 

The HCC testing site is open Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday from 7 a.m. 
to 11 a.m.; and Tuesday and Thursday from 2 
p.m. to 7 p.m. 

Testing is free to all Massachusetts resi- 
dents and conducted on a first-come, first- 
serve basis. There are no appointments and 
no referral is necessary. Turnaround time for 
results is typically four days or fewer. 

Testing may sometimes be cancelled due 
to inclement weather. Be sure to visit the 
Holyoke Board of Health website for up-to- 
date information on cancellations:
